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I Social Security 


Disability Benefits New Type Protection 


People who have become unable 
to work because of severe and 
long lasting disabilities have a new 
type of protection under the so­ 
cial security law, but according 
to the Bureau of Old-Age and Sur­ 
vivors Insurance, which adminis­ 
ters the new provisions, rn ady arc 
not applying for their rights. 
For many disabled people, fail­ 
ure to file an application with their 
social security district offices be­ 
fore the end of June will mean the 
loss of all their social security dis­ 
ability protection, and for some it 
will also mean the loss of their 
rights to any old age arui survivors 
insurance benefits for themselves 
and their families in the future. 
Should a disabled worker die with­ 
out having filed an application to 
protect his social security disabil­ 
ity rights, the survivors benefits 
payable to his family under the 
social security law may be great­ 
ly reduced. 
700.000 Eligible 
The Bureau says that an esti­ 
mated 700,000 severely 
disabled 
men and women in the country 
have worked long enough under 
social security to be eligible to 
have their social security records 
frozen under a 1954 provision in 
the law. When a disabled worker’s 
record is frozen, the years when 
his disability 
keeps 
him 
from 
working are not counted against 
him in figuring the social security 
benefits due him in the future or 
payable to his family in case of 
his death. 
Of the 700,000, about 
400.000 people—those between 50 
and 65 years of age—are eligible 
for monthly disability 
insurance 
benefits beginning with July. 
Although social security district 
offices have been accepting appli­ 
cations from 
disabled 
workers 
since January I, 1955, the Bureau 
reports that many of those eligible 
have not yet applied. 
Under the 
law*, workers who were already dis­ 
abled were given 2 1-2 years to 
apply to protect their social secur­ 
ity rights. 
After June 30. 1957, 
the end of that 2 12 year period,

freeze a worker** social security 
record for no more than one year 
back. 


C ertain Requirements 


A disabled person must meet 
certain work requirements at the 
beginning of his official “ period 
of disability.” 
He must have so­ 
cial security credit for at least 
5 out of the IO years before he be­ 
c a m e disabled, and at least a year 
and a half of the credit must have 
been earned in the three years 
just before his official “period of 
disability” began. 
If application for the “disability 
freeze” is not made before June 
3o, 1957, many disabled workers 
may no longer meet these work 
requirements at the beginning of 
the earliest “ period of disability” 
which can be entered on their so­ 
cial security records. I t this case, 
they would not be eligible to have 
their social security records froz­ 
en, and in addition, they would be 
ineligible to receive monthly dis­ 
ability insurance benefits at age 
50. These disabled workers would 
have to wait until regular retire­ 
ment age to receive any social se­ 
curity benefits and those benefits 
would 
be reduced 
because the 
years in which they we re unable 
to work would lower the average 
earnings upon which their social 
security benefits are based 
For 
some younger w-orkers, delay in 
making 
application 
might also 
mean a complete loss of all social 
security benefit rights

Thirteen months later he Iran1- 
ferred a half interest in the prop 
erty to a friend, Nathan W. Shef 
ferman, a Chicago free-lance “ la­ 
bor relations consultant” for man 
agement.

owners, sold the house in 1955 for 
$32,500. 
Kennedy, in a committee hear­ 
ing last Friday, produced docu­ 
ments which he said showed that 
$20,068.27 of funds of the Western

account in Chicago in four checks 
between February, 1951, and No 
vember, 1952.

A presidential 
study 
released 
Tuesday night said the primary 
reason that Americans are paying 
off on • record debt is their habit 
of buying automobiles on time. 


The report said installment buy­ 
ing has boomed in the last 30 
year*. 
It said in the early 1920s 
Americans owed only about $1 bil­ 
lion for installment purchase*. 


The findings were included in a 
rn aaaiva report 
by the Federal 
Reserve System after a year-long 
study of installment buying re­ 
quested by President Eisenhower. 
The report was lent to the Presi­ 
dent’s Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers. 


The report 
attributed the in­ 
crease in Installment buying pri­ 
marily to the change* that have 


affected Americans in th* past SO 
year*. 
Since the turn of the century, It 
said, the average American Lives 
in cities and suburbs rather than 
on farms, earns 2 1-2 times more 
than his 1900 counterpart, and has 
more leisure tim* to spend his 
money. 
But at the same time, It said, 
the cost of goods and services has 
risen tremendously. It said install­ 
ment buying is the only way the 
average man can bridge the gap 
between his cash on hand and the 
price of the appliance he wants.

Lars C. Christensen, chief of the j 
Springfield Weather Bureau, said 
there is no time of the year rn 
tirely 
free 
from 
possible 
torna­ 
does. 
But the months from March 
to 
June 
are 
usually 
railed 
the 
“tornado season ’’ 
The 
weather service, Christen 
sen said, has set up a new "severe 
local 
storm 
warning" 
center 
at i 
Kansas City, Mo., to coordinate its! 
tornado warning activities east of 
the 
Rockies. 
Illinois is one 
of 
four 
midwestern 
states 
where 
huge masses of very warm and 
very cold air frequently clash to 
create 
conditions 
in 
which 
tor­ 


nadoes may easily develop. 
Visual and radar reports of de­ 
veloping storm areas go into the 
new center, which gets out warn 
ings 
for 
areas 
where 
tornadoes 
may strike 
But predicting or pin 
pointing where a tornado may oc­ 
cur still can't be done 


C overs Narrow Strip 


"When warm, moist air and cool 
air masses collided over a long 
front, ifs kind of like escaping 
gas 
fumes,” 
Christensen 
said. 
"There may be an explosion, but 
there isn’t always one." 
Weather specialists know what 
conditions 
in 
which 
tornadoes 
may occur 
"But we still don’t 
know what triggers them," Chris­ 
tensen said. 
Once 
a 
tornado 
develops 
it 
usually covers a strip only 1,000 
yards wide, and perhaps 25 miles 
long 
Winds whirling around the 
funnel’s edge may reach 500 miles 
an hour, and air rushing up the 
funnel may create 500 m p h . up­ 
drafts 
Although spring and early sum­ 


mer are the most dangerous tor­ 
nado 
months, 
even 
December, 
usually tornado free, can spawn 
the deadly storm. 
In December, 
1950, 
a 
twister 
roared 
through 
Greenville and Mount Olive, leav­ 
ing three persons dead and heavy 
damage. 
That 
tornado 
was 
in 
Illinois’ 
traditional 
" T o r n a d o 
Alley.” 
Southern Illinois is usually hard 
est hit from the savage winds. 
Last 
year was fairly 
mild 
in 
the alley, with an April tornado 
in Champaign County one of the 
few recorded. 
No lives were lost 
in that one, but damage was heavy 
in som e places. 


Most Tragic in 1925 


One of the worst tornadoes in 
Illinois in the past few years was 
the 
1948 twister which took 
32 
lives at Bunker Hill, Foaterburg 
and Gillespie. 
Moat tragic tornado on rocord, 
however, was one in March, 1925, 
which roared along a 210-mile path 
through Missouri, across Jackson 
and Franklin counties in Illinois, 
and into Indians. 
Left in its wake w ert 689 dead, 
1,980 injured, and m illions of dol­ 
lars in property damage. Murphys­ 
boro, 
West 
Frankfort, 
De 
Soto, 
Parrish and Princeton, Ind., were 
wrecked. 
The 
storm 
moved 
forward 
at 
about 60 m iles per hour with 500 
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m p h . 
winds.

Safest place to he when a tor­ 
nado comes is the southwest cor­ 
n er of any building, cellar or shel­ 
ter which you can get to quickly.
